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THE POSTMASTER HENHR& L'S RE
PORT.
Posesasrrn.Guwarat Oreawan i in his annaal
report makes an interesting and satisfactory
sxhibit of the affairs of his department for
tho last fiscal year. The Post Ofcs Daepart-
ment is not yet sell-anpporting, but the de-
ficlenoy has been greatly redumoced, and as
Mr. Oreswoll shows, he could more than make
ends moet if Congress wonld do its daty by
abolishing the franking privilage. Ho atates
that he is unable for seversl readons ko give
the exaot cost of fransmitting free muatter
through the mails under the franks of mem-
bers of Oongress and other officers of the
(iovernment, but he has ample avidenoo that
it fally equals the deficiency, which for the

last fisoal year amonoted to $2,514,.
116, and slthongh the figures ocaunot
ke given, there is good reason to

believe that it mueh eaxoeeds the deficienoy,
so that if the franking privilege were done
anway with the Post Office Despariment oonld
absolately be made to yield a profit to the
Government. As the matfor now stands the
franking privilege atands in the way of
ohoaper postage, and the publio are made to
suffer from the miserable selfishuess of their
roprogontatives. The Postmaster-Gouoral
argues as strongly as he did in his last report
against ita further econtinnance, and hia ro-
marks npon the subjeot will receive the com-
mendation of the counkry, whether they ars
reaponded to in a proper manner by Uongress
or not,

With regard to the transmission of forsign
mails the Postmaster-General explaina the
arrapgements that have beon made with
various lluropean and other linesof steamers,
but it dees not appear that our forsign mail
system is eatablished upon a suffizieatly sure
and permanent basis, and Qongress should
give the subject attention, as it should also
Mr. Oreswell's recommondation for an in-
eroase of mail servios from monthly to semi-
monthly trips on the mail steawmship route
from Ban Francisco to Ohina and Japan.

The postal money order system is shown
by Mr. Oreawell to work in a very satisfaotory
manner, and that the convenienocass it offers
ara appreciated by the pnblio is shown by
the large inerease in the numbar of orders
issuaed and in the muoh greater amount of
money that is transmitted by this means
over the pravions years that it has been in
operation., During the past fiscal year the
total less to the Governwsnt by the mis-
sarriage of money ordar paockages amounted
to 8168 —a small sum in comparison with
the whole amount of monay remittad for da-
posits during the year, viz, $25,246,027,
The Postmaster-General renows his re-
sommendation of last year for addilional
logislation to authorize the extsnsion of tha
monoy order system to the stations or sub-
poat officea of large eities, whioh wil greatly
inorease its usefulness, and ke also rasom-
meénds the introduction of “‘correspondsnce’ or
*‘post oarda,” such as have lately boen adopted
with guocess in Northern Germany aud Greut
Britain. These are stampsd ocards, by means
of whioh messages and communiocasions not
of a private nature can ba transmitted at less
than the regular postage rates. They will
cortainly be appreciated by a large number of
persons, as n message oan be wrilten with
lead penmoil in the streeteven and the oard
droppsd into the nearest depository, thus
offering great conveniences for the transmis-
sion of messages on a groat variety of snb-
jeols in an easy and expeditious manner.

These are the most interesting if not the
most important points of Mr, Creswell's r
port, whioh in the matters we have men-
tioned, as well as in others, indioates that the
Post Office Department is under exocellent
management, and that its deficiencies are due

rather to Congress than the Poslmmaster-

T'HE INDIAN QUESTION.

Tun report of Eli 8. Parker, Commissioner
of Indismn Affairs, furnishes an iunteresting
statement of the general coudition of the
moat important tribes, and of the best
mathods for accomplishing the double objeot
of advancing their welfare and maintaining
peace on our {routiers. A prospeot is opened
at laat that, after centuries of fruitless ex-
poriments, involving an endless suocession of
barbarous wars, a plan will be devised
whereby white civilization will not neoessi-
tate the exiermination of the aborigines.
The problem has by no means, yet been
wolved, but the country is beginning to un-
dorstand it, and the Government is making
1 vigoroas effort to summon
to its wid the diversified
ageuncies through which the safety of the
white pioneer may be maintained despite the
gontinued existence of the red men of the
plains and forests.

New troubles, like those with which our
past history teems, ars brewing now, and
even al this moment open war prevails in a
fow quarters, The Utes, who have long been
vur friends, threaten to become our snemies,
and the wild Apaches of Arizona are as war-
like as aver, while the contemplated Northern
and SBouthern Pagific and other railways will
mwake sad havoe with sundry resarvations
guaranteed by the Indian treaties which are
noterioualy made to be broken whenever it
suite the oonvenience of either party to set
thom aside. Tt is to be hoped, however, that
many precautions will be adopted to render
the antigipated new guarrel: as bloodless as
poasible, and meanwhile such a marked im-
provement has been effeoled in the entire
system of intercourse with the savages, that
hereafter the most dangerous disputes may
veoasignually be suicably sctiled.

The dew Indian polisy sombines moral
snd religions influences with an honost and
humaene sdministration of the affairs of the
Indisn Department, but at the same time
does mot disregard in desporate oases that
croatost of all oivilizers, the sword. If the
worst comes 1o the worst, (he Governwent

will not hesiinte to attack and alaaghler
cempe of Indiam maranders, and it is well
enough that onr red sonains shonld know that
tlw Great Father understands how to maike
war, and that ha is not afraid todo it. Yel
there in a far better way to adjust the mntasl
difficulties arising from onr dastraction of
the old Indian system of gaining a liveli-

beod by bunting, and their hin-
drances to the extension of oar
agriculture,  manifactures, and  com-

weroe, and the well.disposed or badly-de-
feated tribes are rapidly learning that thea
(lovernment is at last rendy Lo make sincers
and vigoroua sfforts to pul them on a self-
sustaining footing. Commissioner Parker
#nys that the various missionary nooieties of
the couniry ure ull disposed to co-operate
heartily with the efforts of the Giovernment to
“‘produce the grestest amonnt of good from
the expenditare of the munificent annusl
appropriation of money made by Congresa
for the mﬂlunlmn and Ohristiauization of
tbhe Indian racen.” The nation is waary of
spending millions of dollars, nominally appro-
priated to the Indiaus, for the enrichment of
corrupt cormorants; and it is high time that
the treasures of the Indian Dapartment
ghonuld be heartily, skilfully, and oarefully
applied for the common benefit of the abo.
rigines eud of the nation which must foot all
the Lills run up by Indian wars.
